Eta Hoffman, was arrested yester- 
day at Idlewild airport. 

Officials said they are investi- 
gating the possibility she was a 
confederate of Leiser Weitman, 
31-year-old Austrian, seized at 
the airport Sunday. Officials 
said they found about $500,000 in 
diamonds in hollow heels of his 
shoes. . 

Both estimates are based. on 
black market prices. Legitimate 
market. value of Mrs. Hoffman's 
hidden stones was about $500,- 
000, and Weitman’s about $280,- 
000 , 


The woman arrived aboard a 
KLM Royal Dutch Airlines plane 
from The Netherlands. Weitman 
arrived on a plane from Brussels, 
Belgium. 

Mrs. Hoffman was held in 
$150,000 bail after she waiyed 
her right to plead at her appear- 
ance before a United States com- 
missioner today. 

The woman was described as 
the 26-year-old dressmaker wife 
of.a Belgian rabbinical student. 
She told authorities the shoes she 
wore had been given to her’ by a 
man in Antwerp who told her 
someone would call for them at 
her sister’s home in the Bronx 
and pay her for the trouble. She 
came here to establish residence 
under the Belgian quota. 

In Weitman’s case, the suspi- 
cions of customs men _ were 
aroused when. they noticed raw 
leather sticking from the hee®s of 
his shoes.

‘Normal Strength’ Un- 
til April, Secretary 
Tells Congressmen. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 23 (AP)— 
Secretary of Defense George C. 
Marshal] said today the United 
States troops under Gen. Mac- 
Arthur need 15,000 replacements 
a month and it will be April be- 
fore his divisions. are built up to 

“normal strength.” 

Marshall testified at hearings 
by the House Armed Services 
committee on the Defense De- 
partment’s request for universal 
military service and training ‘for 
18-year-olds. The draft now 
reaches only men 19 to 26. The 
department also asks that length 
of service by drafted men be ex- 
tended from 21 months to 27. 
The present draft law expires 
June 9. 

Marshall, noting the military 
manpower goal is 3,462,000 
June 30, said “we will have to in- 
crease wur forces beyond this 
strength if the situation worsens.” 

Had to Use South Koreans. 

Marshall said that when the 
Korean campaign began last June. 
MacArthur had in Japan four di- 
visions at about: half strength. He 
said MacArthur made the “very 
courageous decision” to put 30,- 
000 South Koreans into the ranks 
of the American divisions. 

Thus, he said, “we had to de- 
pend on men who had three 
weeks training or no training at 
all” and to the tune of about 36 
per cent of division strength. 

He said that when he took over 
last fall as Secretary of Defense 
these American units were still 
20 per cent short in American 
manpower. 

It was Marshall’s second trip 
to the Capitol to urge the drafting 
of 18-year-olds and universal mili-| 
tary training and service. He al- 
ready has urged it on the Sen- 
date Preparedness subcommittee 
which was in recess today. 

The Defense Secretary indicated 
he felt MacArthur had performed 
quite an achievement in: his swift 
buildup. As the buildup went on 
in Korea, Marshall said, it was 
also necessary to build up ranks in 
this country as existing forces 
were being sappes to supply 
MacArthur. 

Basic Training Seabed 

He recalled that after the draft | 
was resumed the first draftees be- 
gan reaching the Army in Septem- 
ber, and said the first “normal 
graduates of basic training” would 
come out in January. 

Marshall then gave these figures 
as the produce of norfnal basic 
training: 5000 in January, 6000 
in February, 12,000 in March, 22,- 
000 in April, 30,000 in May, 40,- 
000 in June and July, and 50,- 
000 in August. 

Yet, he said, 80,000 men are 
being drafted in each of the first 
three months of this year.

Governor-Senate Break. 


As a result of yesterday's de- 
velopments in the Julian case, 
it appeared clear today that there 
has been a break. between the 
Governor and the Democratic 
leadership in the Senate. The 
Senate’s controlling bloc  un- 
doubtedly will take up the Gov- 
ernor’s cudgels to the -extent 
party welfare demands it, but on 
major issues the Senate leaders 
will make the decisions regard- 
less of the Governor’s wishes.

Edgar Lee Leak, who admitted 
passing more than $50,000 in 
bogus checks in the last two 
years, was held at city jail omny. 


across state 
lines, automo- 
bile theft,. wear- 
ing an Army of- 
ficer’s uniform 
illegally and any other charges 
that may be placed against him. 

Leak, 27 years old, a former 
clerk in Knoxville, Tenn., was ar- 
rested late Friday in Cuba, Mo., 
on U. S. Highway 66 by State 
Trooper Dorcey Arnold. The FBI 
had obtained information that 
Leak, who had been sought for 
two years, was traveling north on 
Highway 66. A description of his 
nine-year-old automobile was 
broadcast and Arnold recognized 
the car. 

Offered No Resistance. 


Leak, who was accompanied by 
a woman hitchhiker, offered no 
resistance, although he had been 
considered a dangerous fugitive. 


In his' career as a confidence 
man, Leak said he had posed suc- 
cessfully as a division superin- 
tendent for the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission, a lieutenant- 
colonel stationed at Fort Knox, 
Ky., a civilian employe of the Air 
Force, a railroad official, pipe- 
line company executive and civil- 
ian employe of the Army Engi- 
neers Corps. 


In his army roles, he always 
wore the correct uniform and in- 
signia, FBI agents related. Leak 
had served in the Army but was 
convicted of theft and received a 
dishonorable discharge. Army of- 


Byyificers described him as “very 


dull.” 
Impressive Appearance. 


However, Leak made an im- 
pressive appearance and had little 
difficulty cashing worthless checks 
at business houses throughout the 
country. He is 6 feet, 3 inches 
tall, weighs 240 pounds and 
dressed well. . He said he had 
passed bogus checks in all states, 
except those in New England and 
in Michigan. He could not recall 
passing any in the St, Louis area, 
however. 


In the course of his career, he 
used about 100 aliases, he said. 
When arrested, he had photo- 
graphs and forged credentials for 
his varied roles, including creden- 
tials of an FBI agent. He said he 
had bought and abandoned mary 
automobiles and television sets. 

Arraigned yesterday before 
United States Commissioner Ed- 
win J. Bean, Leak waived a pre- 
liminary hearing and was com- 


mitted to jail, pending trial.

Ivan Champion, director of dis- 
trict services in New Guinea, 
who estimated the 4000 casualties, 
said the entire northern face of 
the mountain was blown away. 
Though steam and smoke still 
were pouring from the gaping 
hole today, he reported he be- 
lieved the volcano was cooling off. 

The mountain is in the heart of 
the jungle, not far from the 
Kokoda trail, over the Owen 
Stanley mountains, along which 
Australians and Americans fought 
the Japanese early in World War 
II. 

Around its base were a few 
dozen villages and a few mission 
stations — Church of England, 
Roman Catholic and Seventh Day 
Adventist. Survivors were brought 
out from an airstrip nine miles 
from the volcano. 

Sixty-eight Europeans were re- 
ported in the area when the 
mountain blew up.

Ground parties are going out to 
find the native injured and bury 
the dead.” 

Miss Margaret Rae of Sydney,

Russia Builds Satellite eles 
, Takes Other Steps 


That Might Mean War in Spring 


In and Transport 


Most Alarming Changes Are Those on 
Borders of Yugoslavia——Armed Forces 


Up 50 Per Cent, Much Equipment Sent 


Facilities Improved.

WASHINGTON. 
the Kremlin has quietly taken a 


series of steps' which at least LOOK like preparations for an 
attack in Europe in the spring or summer. This is really the 
central fact in the existing world situation, transcending in possible 
significance all the more immediate news. It is time—indeed it is 
past time—to have a look at what the Kremlin has done, and to try 


Weeries the last six months, 


to see what it‘may mean. 


Among many changes in the 
European pattern, the most alarm- 
ing have occurred on the borders 

of Yugoslavia. Until months 
ago, there was no doubt that Mar- 
shal Tito’s army of 400,000 men 
could defeat the combined forces 
of tke Kremlin’s Hungarian, Ro- 
manian and Bulgarian satellites. 
This is no longer the case. * 


Beginning shortly after the 
opening of the Korean war, the 
satellite armies have been prog- 
ressively strengthened. The 1927 
class, which should have been de- 
mobilized by now, has been kept 
in uniform. Selected, ‘specially 
trained men have been called up 
from the reserves. 

Forces Up 50 Per Cent. 


Thus, the armed forces of the 
satellites have been expanded by 
more than 50 per cent, to the 
combined total of 660,000 men 
given by Tito himself in a recent 
speech. Meanwhile, the Russians 
also have sent heavy shipments 
of tanks, ‘artillery .pieces, other 
arms and ammunition to remedy 
the satellite armies’ formerly 
grave deficiencies in equipment. 


In addition, although the Rus- 
sians have not as yet reinforced 
their Hungarian, Romanian and 
Bulgarian garrisons, they have 
significantly strengthened their 
forces in the Carpatho-Ukraine. 
This new Russian province lies 
west. of the Carpathian mountain 
chain. Mechanized spearheads 
striking from the Carpatho-Uk- 
raine, across the Pannonian plain 
and down the Danube valley, 
could reach Belgrade in a matter 
of a couple of days. 

On their face, these seem to 
be preparations for an attack 
on Yugoslavia by the surround- 
ing satellites, followed up, if 
Yugoslav resistance should 
prove too stout, by the Soviet 
army ftself. Such at least is 
Marshal Tito’s belief. Such is 
the reason for his effort to be 
ready for war in April or May. 
His view gains credibility, 
moreover, from other steps 
taken by the Kremlin in East- 
ern Germany, Poland and 
Czechoslovakia. 

Here the forces that the Krem- 
lin can move on short notice re- 
main approximately the same, ex- 
cept for the strong measures 


taken in the last 12 months to, 


make sure of the political relia- 
bility of the Czech and Polish 
armies 
5 Divisions in Germ 
There are still*25 Soviet t divi- 
sions in Eastern Germany and 10 


in Poland, most of them either 
mechanized or armored. Here, in 
fact, the change in the picture 
takes the form of seeming prepa- 
rations to move these forces, 
which of course are far stronger 
than any that can be mustered 
in the West. 

‘Until last summer, some per- 
sons parroted the cliche that Rus- 


sian armies could occupy Western | * 


Europe in a matter of weeks. 

Great modern armies require 
transport; and at the end of the 
war, the Russians tore up and 
carted home as loot most of the 
railroad trackage in their new 
Eastern European empire. So 
long as this situation had not 
been improved, Western Europe 
could feel reasonably secure. 

Now, however, the work that 
began last year, with the construc- 
tion of the Berlin rail bypass, has 
been greatly extended. According 
to authoritative information, the 
line from Berlin to the important 
junction of Frankfort-on-Oder, hag 
been quadruple-tracked, while the 
line from Frankfurt -on- Oder to 
Ngorelye, where the’ change to 
Russian guage occurs, is being 
double-tracked. It is also proba- 
ble that the autobahn from Berlin 
to Warsaw, of which Hitler laid 
the foundations, is now being 
completed by order of Marshal 
Rokossovski. 

New Airfields Built. 

Concurrently, the program of 
building new airfields and 
strengthening and lengthening 
existing runways for jet aircraft 
is being completed under forced 
draft. And in Eastern Germany, 
particularly, the most worrying 
of all signs has recently appeared. 
Large ‘military dumps have been 
established of gasoline, ammuni- 
tion and other supplies. 

All these meaningful develop- 
ments form a pattern. No 
one in the western world, unless 
the secrets of the: Kremlin have 
been penetrated, can tell wkether 
or not the pattern indicates a 
genuine Soviet intention to at- 
tack in Europe. 

The fact must be squarely faced, 
however, that almost every obsta- 
cle to a Soviet move in Europe 
has now been, or is now being re- 
moved.

Artificial hands so lifelike they 
even have fingerprints were 
described yesterday at a, confer- 
ence of makers of “spare parts” 
for the human body. 

The hands, made of a new plas- 
tic, are encased in soft plastic 
gloves whiéh have the texture of 
living skin and are mouded from 
the hands of live models. 

Lt. Col. M. J. Fletcher, director 
of the Army prosthetics research 
laboratory, Forest Glen, Md., told 
of the artificial hands at a con- 
ference at University of Cali- 
fornia at Los Angeles. 

Col. Fletcher said the hands

Of Drug Addiction Among Youth 


Smoking of ‘Reefers’ Obtained From Friend- 
ly Peddlers Leads Juveniles to Use of the 
More Habit-Forming Heroin.

RVING GREENFELD, acting head of the Federal Bureau of Nar- 

cotics in New York, describes marijuana as the “kindergarten” 

of narcotic addiction among teen-agers. Other officials close to 
the problem agree that the alarming nation-wide rise in the use of 
narcotics by juveniles can be traced, in part, to marijuana. 


Use of marijuana is widespread 
in all major cities, they say. 
Heroin, a far more dangerous 
habit-forming drug, ranks first in 
the choice of confirmed addicts. 


‘In most instances the young- 
sters begin by smoking miariju- 
ana, then progress to heroin in 
another step toward shattered 
health and possible death. 

Professional narcotics peddlers 
hang around schools, pick up ac- 
quaintances with pupils, then per- 
suade them to use drugs. Lieut. 
Bernard M. Boylan, head of the 
New Yerk police narcotic squad, 
which currently is waging a 
drive against drug peddlers, said: 


“The peddlers who sell to 
school children are vicious and 
heartless. You'll find them hang- 
ing out in candy stores, soda foun- 
tains, rooms and beer joints 
near the schools.” 

Drugs Free at First. 

Once they get acquainted with 
the pupils, perhaps by buying 
them candy or a soda, they begin 
offering drugs—free at first. 

As a typical approach, Boylan 
said, they will hand a youngster 
a marijuana cigarette, or “reefer.” 

“Here, try this,” they urge. “it 
will make you feel better, give you 
a kick.” 

Soon they substitute heroin 
capsules for the marijuana as 
providing an even greater thrill. 
Often within a matter of weeks 
the adolescent user becomes a 
confirmed addict, condemned to 
a life of misery and pain—an 
unhappy outcast among normal 
people. 

If unable to beg, borrow or 
steal the money to buy the drug, 
the teen-age addict. may become 
a peddler himself tu. assure him- 
self a supply. Many have been 
arrested working in the schools 
and among those of their own 


ge.

require an expenditure of $16,000,000 a year, 
it becomes still more important. If it repre- 
sents an investment of $100,000,000 in. the 
people’s funds, it moves to the front rank among 
their possessions. Everyone agrees that such 
an institution should be supervised by the best 
men who can be found to admipister it. 

This is no mythical institution. This insti- 
tution exists here in Missouri. It is owned in 
part by every citizen. It is, in short, the State 
University at Columbia and its associated min- 
ing and metallurgical school at Rolla. Since it 
is Missouri’s foremost cultural, research and 
experimental institution, in addition to being 
an extensive business enterprise, what happens 
to it is the. concern of every Missourian. 

Is something about to happen to the Univer- 
sity of Missouri? 

Frankly we do not know. We will know much 
more after Gov. Smith selects a successor to 
the late Roscoe Anderson of Webster Groves 
on the Board of Curators. 

If Forrest Smith consults with the alumni, 
who have the best interests of the university 
at heart, and makes a worthy selection that 
will be most reassuring. If he consults with 
politicians and chooses as a curator someone 
who will fit into a political design, the State 
University may be in for an invasion of patron- 
age politics such as it has never seen before. 


Why cross this bridge before we come to it? - 


Because Forrest Smith has nade six appoint- 
ments to the board and in only one instance 
has he reappointed a sitting member. He has 
taken a board which contained some outstanding 
Missourians and has made it over according to 
his own notions. For ‘example, both Allen Mc- 
Reynolds of Carthage and Frank C. Mann of 
Springfield would have been glad to continue 
their service on the board, Yet Gov. Smith 
replaced them at his earliest opportunity. 

Another warning sign is the fact that the 
Governor ignored the group of names suggested 
to him by St. Louis alumni of the university 
when he named three new curators last week. 
Had he chosen just one of the recommended 
group he would have shown a disposition to 
consult with the university’s own graduates. 

Could it be that a plan is in the making to 
reopen the question of where the university’s 
four-year School of Medicine is to be situated? 
That issue has been decided and the place is 
Columbia. Yet the campaign to put the school- 
at Kansas City has never died down completely 
and now the acting” president of the curators 
is Dr. Glenn W. Hendren of Liberty, a suburb 
of Kansas City, who is a brother of former 
Democratic State Chairman John H. Hendren. 

Roscoe Anderson’s successor will hold a key 
spot. Should the other curators divide 4 to 4 
on an important issue, he would break the 
tie. His vote may elect the next president of 
the curators. It may be he who will decide 
whether political spoilsmen are to take over the 
State University. 

The best interests of Missouri call on Forrest 
Smith to put aside every political temptation in- 
this appointment. They call on him to choose a 
man who will work as hard and as unselfishly 
as Roscoe Anderson and a long line of distin- 
guished curators of the first state university 
west of the Mississippi. 
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Vance Julian Goes - 


Since it was pretty clear that the hostile 
Missouri Senate would never confirm Vance 
Julian as chairman of the State Board of Média- 
tion, Gov. Smith did what he had to do in 
withdrawing the re-appointment: But he has 
hardly rung down the curtain on Mr. Julian's 
conduct, or his own, orf vagueness in the King- 
Thompson Act concerning such conduct. : 

It must not be forgotten that when Mr. 
Julian took $3000 from the St. Louis Public 
Service Co., for “operating” the compafiy under 
state seizure, Gov. Smith himself had ordered 
the payment to the State’ Mediator. The Gov- 
ernor variously described the payments. as 
“penalties” and “Christmas presents.” 

Whatever they were, the King-Thompson anti- 
strike law says nothing about special payments 
to anyone. The authors of the law say such 
payments are not authorized. And certainly it 
prejudices the official position of a state medi- 
ator to take money from either side involved 
in a labor dispute. 

Withdrawal of the Julian nomination will be 
a mighty relief to the Democrats. Just before 
it was announced, the Senate Republicans had 
called for a special investigation into Julian's 
conduct. And now that the Governor has washed 
his hands of the appointment, it should be pos- 
sible to make an investigation without too much 
reference to partisan politics. 

‘One purpose of the inquiry should be to see 
if-ordering special fees, penalties or Christmas 
presents is illegal, and if not, to make it so. 
The Legislature seems agreed that ‘the King-

Vance Julian’s record shows this is so. 
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For a Fair Finding of Facts 


It is disturbing that Government counsel 
found it necessary to ask United States District 
Judge Harold R. Medina of New York not to de- 
cide the anti-trust case against 17 investment 
and banking firms and the Investment Bankers 
Association of America before the evidence is in. 

Yet almost from the opening of the trial, 
Judge Medina has been making sharp remarks

~ China’s Change of Tune 

The most important thing about the Chinese 
Communists’: new message to the United Na- 
tions is that it shows a disposition to negotiate. 
The Peiping government has changed its posi- 
tion on one point and clarifiedyit on another. 

In its first reply, Communist China declined 
to accept the principle of “a cease-fire first and 
negotiations afterwards.” Now it proposes. that 
a seven-nation conference, to be set up by the 
U.N. to discuss all Far Eastern questions, should 
first discuss, the terms of a cease-fire. If agree- 
ment could be reached on that, then further. 
negotiations ¢ould proceed. * 

This seems'‘to us a clear and significant modi- 


“fication of position. Where the U.N. did not 
‘ say by whom a cease-fire should be arranged, 


the Chinese propose that it shall be arranged 
by the same body which is to negotiate other 
issues. Why not? 

In its first reply, Communist China was vague 
on #he question of withdrawal of foreign troops, 
since there was no assurance that this would 
apply to the Chinese “volunteers.” Now, while 
maintaining the fiction of the “volunteers,” 
Peiping offers to “advise” their withdrawal 
when other troops withdraw. This, too, is an 
important clarification. 

On only one point, it seems to us, is there a 
serious divergence. Where the U.N. proposed 
that the question of China’s representation in 
the U.N. should be negotiated along with other 
Far Eastern issues, Peiping proposes that its 
“legitimate status” in the U.N. be assured. 

Warren R. Austin, America’s U.N. delegate, 
almost immediately denounced the Chinese pro- 
posal as a “transparent attempt to divide the 
free world.” But his effort to have China 
branded as an aggressor was defeated by a 27 
to 23 vote in favor of India’s proposal for a 
48-hour delay to permit the delegates to study 
the new development. While some Americans 
may be disposed to reject this as “appeasement,” 
we hope that our policy-makers will embrace 
this opportunity to think twice. 

They should remember that they have already 
committed themselves to the principle of Com- 
munist Chinese representation on a U.N. body 
to negotiate Far Eastern issues, including the 
issue of Formosa. Is that so very far from 
assuring the “legitimate status” of Communist 
China in the U.N.? 


Certainly every possible effort to reconcile . 


the Chinese demand with the U.N. proposal 
should be made. An Asian settlement is so 
important—to the United States above all—that 
no chance of achieving it should be neglected. 
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We'll Wait and See 

Chairman Wayne Coy of the Federal Com- 
munications Commission now says he “hopes, 
expects and predicts” that the freeze on new 
television stations will end before October. And 
that is a hope, expectation and prediction which 
may turn out to be an exercise in triple futility, 
as far as expanded service is concerned. 

There is a cobalt shortage. Also a copper 
shortage. Also shortages in aluminum, nickel 
and cadmium. The National Production Author- 
ity has restricted use of all these items, so 
necessary in making magnets and other essen- 
‘tials for radio and television equipment. Defense 
requirements will control what is available for 
television. As the Associated Press observes, the 
nation may have to get along with its present 
109 TV stations for some time to come. 

The darkened international situation also casts 
a deep shadow over color on the television 
screen. Any general use of color television will 
have to wait on set manufacture, and set manu- 
facture will have to wait on defense needs. The 
manufacturers themsélves predict a cut in cur- 
rent output of perhaps 40 per cent. 

Hence Mr. Coy’s latest hope about lifting the 
freeze (now two years old),. and the outcome 
of the color battle {even older than that), could 
prove to be among the most academic events 
of 1951. That is, if these legal and technical

As a democracy America 
does not claim to have attained perfect justice, 
but Dr. Bunche’s career is a living testimonial 
that opportunity is free in this country and that 
the heavy handicaps imposed by prejudice can 
be surmounted. :

SOCIAL PHILOSOPHIES OF AN AGE OF CRISIS, by 

Pitirim A. Sorokin. (Beacon Press, Boston, 345 pgs., $4.) 

At a time like this when the fate of the 
world hangs in a pr balance, this 
book comes in handy: it gives us. desper- 
ate human beings a chance to find out at a 
quick glance when the social phers 
of our time believe our ci tion will 
come to an end. 

The thinkers selected by Sorokin as typi- 
cal for our period are Nikolai Danilevsky, 
Oswald Spengler, Arnold J. Toynbee, Wal- 
ter Schubart, Nikolai Berdyaev, F. S. C.

That “A Streetcar Named De- 
sire,” which opened its third visit 
to the American Theater in three 
years last night, is the most de- 
manding and challenging dramatic 
vehicle for an emotional actress 
in recent years becomes more evi- 
dent on each viewing.

But the play is far from actress- 
proof. Rigid direction can stylize 
the surface pattern of Blanche Du 
Bois. For full effect, however, 
the role calls for summoning of 
deep emotional reserves. Starting 
at high tension, the actress must 
build up from there, through an 
exhibition of neuroticism, desper- 
ate coguetry, the last shreds of 
self-delusion as they are ruthless- 
ly torn away, a recital of sordid 
tragedy and nymphomania, the 
closing in of fear, and finally, in- 
sanity. There is nothing noble in 
Blanche, and the actress can’t 
take refuge in the higher planes 
of tragedy; she can at best arouse 
only an impersonal pity, never 
deep compassion. But the tautness 
of the character must never be 
relaxed, the drive of her ego 
must not falter; for, like all ex- 
treme characters, she must be 
made completely believable or 
lose all effect. It takes an actress 
of powér and range, and to me is 
@ more severe test than some of 
the more famous female roles, as 
for example, Lady Macbeth. 
Miss Platt met the require- 
ments beautifully. Although her 
Blanche had more hardness in it, 
it seemed to me to be every bit as 
persuasive as that of Uta Hagen, 
who headed the first company 
here so effectively.

There is not the same wide 
range in the role of Stanley, 
Blanche’s brother-in-law, whose 
erude. vitality and unrelenting 
realism provide the contrast 
against which Blanche’s neuroti- 
cism is so starkly silhouetted, 
But it calls for exact visual cast- 
ing and canny playing. Kenneally, 
both in muscularity and perform- 
ance exuded casual brutishness, 
animalistic appeal and *primitive 
directness. His naturalism and 
underplaying increased the effect.

The world’s smallest model vio- 
lin is 13-16ths of an inch long 
and anything larger than an inch 
just isn’t in the running any 
more, Joseph Kohl, 5517 Devon- 
shire avenue, contended today. 
Challenging all comers, and 
particularly Michael Shukites of 
Johnston City, Ill.,° who an- 
nounced last week he had the 
world’s smallest, Kohl produced a 
whole family of Lilliputian fid- 
dles from his workbench to back 
his claim. 

Shukites’s violin, according to a 
United Press story, is an inch and 
a quarter long. That record, Kohl 
said scornfully, was broken five 
years ago when he made his 
13-16th model. 

Kohl, an interior decorator, has 


seven tiny fiddles. The oldest, 
made in 1915, is 4 inches long, or 
exactly 1-64th actual size. The 
others are 2-% inches, 2-14, 2%, 
1-34 and 1-%. All the miniatures 
are made of ash. Tuning pegs are 
bamboo and the strings silk. The 
4-ineh fiddle took about 24 hours 
total working time.to make, Kohl 
said, and the smallest took twice 
that long. 

Though he doesn’t feel he has 
had any real competition so far, 
Kohl said he intends to make one 
more violin, exactly half an inch 
long. 

“If anybody can do it, I'll be 
the first to say he’s the new 
champ,” he promised.

Action Short of War? 


The reluctance of many of the 
U.N. delegates has been based on 
the fear that the first step—de- 
claring China an aggressor— 
would lead to precisely what Gen. 
O’Donnell was talking about. 
That is to say, an unlimited war 
with atomic bombs which would 
spread the utmost chaos and 
destruction in Asia and end after 
an indefinite period of years with 
the implacable hatred of all of 
Asia for the West. 

It is here, in my opinion, that 
the responsibility falls on those 
advocating aggressive action 
against China to show how such 
action can stop short of just this 
result. If there are many mili- 
tary men who believe as he does, 
then the pressure for use of what 
Gen. O’Donnell calls “the ulti- 
mate weapon” is bound to grow. 

With even a few atomic bombs, 
it would be possible to wipe out 
most of China’s industry, her port

The pity is that so fre- 
quently our skilled and able pro- 
fessional soldiers~stray in an un- 
disciplined fashion into. fields 
where they have no business at 
all and where their lack of un- 
derstanding is painfully evident. 

If the chief of the United 
States delegation to the U.N., 
Warren Austin, should give an 
interview telling the bomber 
command how to conduct opera- 
tions, it would be good for a one- 
day laugh. But this is just what 
Gen. O’Donnell has done when 
he essays to make Far Eastern 
political-military policy. The re- 
sult in this instance, however, 
happens to be pretty serious.

For the man, there is the eco- 
nomic question. It is reported 
that Don has been offered ap- 
proximately twice the salary he

On the other side, things 
have been pleasant for Don 
Faurot at Missouri. He's with 
his people there, friendships 
have been made. It’s not easy 
to pull stakes and go out among 
strangers. Even with the extra 
money to provide for the fam- 
ily, there will be sacrifices, 
when you change. 


For the university, it’s largely 
a question of economics. An 
educational institution isn’t like 
a steel company or any big cor- 
poration that can meet bids of 
rivals for valuable artisans and 
executives. It’s probably out of 
the realm of possibility for the 
University of Missouri to ap- 
proximate matching the top 
offer the coveted Faurot may 
receive. 


But Faurot is a definite asset 
at Columbia. He's one of the 
best. coaches in the country. 
And he’s more than that. He’s 
a credit to the university and 
to the coaching profession. Fau- 
rot doesn’t. believe in buying 
football players. He doesn't 
believe in scouring the country 
for talent. He believes a boy 
ought to go to school in his own 
state, with the people who will 
be his neighbors after gradua- 
tion. He has discouraged boys 
from other states who have 
sought to attend Missouri.

A Man You'd Like to Have 
As Coach for Your Own Boy. 


IM TATUM, a former as- 
J sistant to Faurot, now coach- 

ing at Maryland, put it in a 
nutshell when he spoke at the 
December testimonial dinner to 
Don at the Missouri Athletic 
Club. 

“If I had a boy playing foot- 
ball,” Tatum said, “I would con- 
sider it a privilege to have Fau- 
rot as coach of that boy.” And 
we can’t think of any finer 
compliment that could ‘come 
from a football coach who has 
been through the mill and who 
knows what can happen on a 
tollege campus, to a boy. 

Faurot is a great organizer.. 
When he took the coaching job 
at Missouri in 1935, the Tigers 
were down at the heels. They 
had won only seven games out 
of 43 in the last five seasons. 
There was a campus indebted- 
ness of $500,000—unretired sta- 
dium and field house bonds— 
and the athletic department 
was not meeting operating ex- 
penses. There had been 21 
football coaches at Columbia in 
42 years before Faurot. 

Faurot has put Missouri and 
its athletics in the black. The 
bonds have been retired and 
the capacity of Memorial Sta- 
dium has been increased from 
24,000 to 40,000. Now the best 
teams in the country can, be 
booked profitably at Columbia. 
In the next three years Tiger 
fans will see Indiana, Purdue, 
Maryland, California and South- 
ern Methodist, as well as sec- 
tional conference rivals—Okla- 
homa, Nebraska and Kansas. 
Nobody is too big now to con- 
sider a game at Columbia. 

Faurot rates high with foot- 
ball fans, football coaches and 
his players. Perhaps an im- 
portant test is the regard of 
the athletes who sweat and toil 
and take a daily beating for 
old Alma Mammy during the 
football. season. A_ substitute 
quarterback was in town the 
other day. And - substitutes 
usually are the ones who want 
to can the coach after they 
become alumni. This substitute

Philadelphia here Saturday night 


La Salle Coach Ken Loeffler 
charged, on arrival home Sunday 
night, that the victory of the 
team ranked No. 9 in last week's 
Associated Press poll was “one 
of the biggest steals since the 
Louisiana Purchase.” : 
State Coach Everett Case, 
whose team wiped out a 42-31 
halftime deficit and came charg- 
ing back in the final minute to 
win its seventeenth ganie in 19 
starts, said that, although he 
didn’t think the game was “a 
steal,” the work of Referees Hed- 
rick and Ab Young “left a lot to 
be desired,” 

Referee Young, a civilian at- 
tached to the Fort Bragg Physical 
Training School, had this to say: 
“If Loeffler’s actions on the 
floor are characteristic, he ought 
to go back to the pros; he doesn’t 
belong in college ball. After the 
game I took considerable verbal 
abuse from him. It was a question 
of taking it or fighting Loeffler 
and the entire La Salle team. I 
would like to meet Loeffler at a 
future date wher. he doesn’t have 
15 basketball players behind him. 
I have been thinking about quit- 
ting as an official at the end of 
this year. After this game I am 
tempted to quit right now. In 20 
years of coaching and officiating 
I have never en such abuse. 
“And that crowd (a 12,000 sell- 
out) was the worst beefing, crying 
crowd I ever saw. Basketball is 
nothing more than mass hysteria 
under such conditions. 


My, My! 
“About those four technical 
fouls to which Loeffler objects; 
his players were twice asked to 
raise their arms when guilty of 
personal fouls before we called 
two technieals on them for viola- 
tion of the rule. When they did 
raise their arms it was in sar- 
castic manner. 
“Another technical was called 
when a La Salle player (Jimmy 
Phelan) left the ball on the floor 
intstead of tossing it to one of the 
officials when he lost it because 
of traveling. The other technical 
was called when Loeffler used 
profanity.” 
Young’s colleague, Dolan Hed- 
rick of High Point, was not avail- 
able for comment.

illness. He was 67 years old. 
A native of Aberdeen, Scotland, 


at the age of nine and competed 
or coached in every Olympic from 


1904 until his retirement in 1947. 
He achieved world-wide fame 
and was known as “Mr. Track” 
in many parts of the country. He 
was named head coach at Penn- 
sylvania in 1916 and turned out 
such outstanding stars as Ted 
Meredith, Larry Brown, Bill Carr 
and Gene Venzke. All held world 
records. He coached the Irish- 
American Athletic Club from 1909 
until signed by Pennsylvania. 
Robertson warned of Germany’s 
rise to power after returning 
from the 1936 Olympics and in 
1938 said he would not coach the 
U.S. team if the Olympics were 
held in Japan, Six years later his 
son, Lt. (j.g.) Charles A. Robert- 
son, was shot down and killed in 
the Philippine, Sea by a Japanese 
fighter pilot. 

Robertson, whose career was 
frequently compared to Knute 
Rockne’s, always contended that 
“speed is born in a runner and 
that endurance can be developed.” 
He said the prime requisite for 
a first-class athlete was “plenty 
of good food and sleep.” 

He refused to take credit for 
“developing” stars like Carr and 
Venzke, contending he “merely 
recognized speed-lined hodies” 
and guided them with good train- 
ing habits. He rated United States 
runners over all others because 
he said they were “competition- 
hardened.” 

Robertson entered the hospital 
two months ago and never left it. 
He is survived by his widow and 
two sons, Lawson Jr., and George; 
two daughters, Mrs. Walter L. 
Travis and Mrs. Paul McKeon. 
All live in New York City. 

Robertson was a sprinter and 
runner on the U. S.-Olympic 
teams of 1904 at St. Louis, 1906 
at Athens, and 1908 at London. 
He was assistant coach of the 
1912 and 1920 Olympic teams, 
and head coach in 1924, 1928, 
1932 and 1936. All his Olympic- 
coached teams were unofficial 
champions. No official team win- 
ners are designated in Olmypic 
games.

Some politicians 
suggest it is, and that, with their 
feared loss of patronage, influ- 
ence, etc., will go a corresponding 
freedom from blame which will 
prove helpful in 1952. 

The chief casualty of these de- 
velopments is not Alan Valentine 
but W. Stuart Symington, St. 
Louis, chairman of the National 
Security Resources Board. Valen- 
tine was little known and will be 
little remembered here. Syming- 
ton had been the driving, suc- 
cessful secretary of the first Air 
Force with notable notches on his 
gun, including the U. S. Navy.

Legislation authorizing a tax 

increase from the present 12 to a 
proposed 16 or 20 cents on the 
$100 valuation for the support of 
St. Louis County Hospital will be 
sought by county officials, it was 
learned following an executive 
session of the County Council 
yesterday. 
Civic groups of the county will 
be asked to support the proposal 
at Jefferson City in order that 
emergency legislation may be 
speedily enacted. Otherwise, said 
Dr. Curtis H. Lohr, hospital 
superintendent, essential services 
will have to be curtailed. 

If the curtailment were drastic 
enough, he said, approval of the 
American Medical Association 
might. be withdrawn from the hos- 
pital, a condition that would 
mean. the institution would 
lose the services of its internes 
who would receive no educational 
credits for work in a non-ap- 
proved institution. 

The hospital's financial diffi- 
culty grows out of the county’s 
own predicament, the latter re- 
sulting from a requirement in 
the new charter that the overall 
county operating deficit of $350,- 
000 as of last Dec. 31 be paid out 
of current income. 

Dr. Lohr and Dr. Leo Will, 
chief of staff, who also attended 
the meeting, pointed out that the 
hospital would be the hardest hit 
by the reduced budget for county 
agencies. In the past, they said, 
the hospital has required the use 
of funds from general revenue in 
addition to proceeds from the 
special hospital tax. 

The hospital superintendent 
estimated that the cost of oper- 
ating his institution this year 
would be about $900,000, a total 
almost 50 per cent greater than 
the $569,809 allotted for this pur- 
pose in the county budget. The 
budget figure is an estimate of 
the yield from the hospital tax 
and includes no funds from gen- 
eral revenue. 

He said the budget was insuf- 
ficient to operate the institution 
without curtailing services and 
estimated that a 20-cent tax rate 
would enable the hospital fully 
to pay its own way.

for collective enterprises which 
would be impossible for regular 
troops burdened with heavy weap- 
ons, ammunition and equipment. 
The U.N. forces have had to find 
the answer to this sort of. thing 
the hard way—and they appear 
well on the way to finding it, 
judging from the reports now 
coming from Wonju and vicinity. 
Enemy Can’t Effect Surprise. 


On the western part of the 
front, conditions are somewhat 
different. Here the terrain is 
more open—‘“good tank country 
when the ground is frozen,” as 
Gen. Collins says. In this sec- 
tion, the U.N. tactics are those 
of active covering operations, pre- 
sumably in front of a selected 
“main battle position.” The ene- 
my can hardly hope to effect sur- 
prise with slow-moving infantry 
masses which must come across 
open terrain at ‘no greater rate 
than can be achieved by foot- 
troops. 

If he cannot compel a U.N. 
withdrawal by building up pres- 
sure against the right flank of 
the Eighth Army in the moun- 
tains, however, sooner or later he 
must try a frontal attack if he is 
to accomplish anything at all. It 
begins to look as though he is 
about to attempt such an attack, 
and if he does there is every 
indication that it will be severely 
punished and may very well dis- 
solve in a bloody shambles. 

The aggressive patrolling and 
reconnaissance which the U.N. 
forces have been carrying out— 
involving tank-led columns up to 
regimental size stabbing swiftly 
forward under strong air cover— 
are clearly intended to keep a 
close watch on enemy movements, 
and to supplement air observa- 
tion by determining whether 
enemy units are coming forward 
by night to take up positions for 
an attack. 

Gen. Ridgway’s Weapons. 
Gen. .Ridgway does not mean 
to be surprised, and there seems 
little prospect that he will be 
under present conditions. It is 
just a question of whether the 
Chinese are going to come and 
take it against U.N troops with 
superior fire power and mobility 
and with command of the air. 

The ideal situation from the |’ 
enemy's viewpoint would of 
course be one in which he could 
launch a frontal attack against 
the Eighth Army in the western 
sector at the same moment that 
the North Koreans hurled a 
powerful flank attack out of the 
mountains against the U.N. right 
flank. All the fighting that has 
gone on since the U.N. with- 
drawal from Seoul has been mo- 
tivated by the determination of 
Gen. Ridgway not to permit the 
enemy to get set for this one- 
two punch, and to make attempts 
to do so cost more than they are 
worth. 

The very fact that the Eighth 
Army shows no sign—at present 
—of withdrawal farther down the 
Korean peninsula is the best evi- 
dence that the commander be- 
lieves his efforts have so far been 
successful and that if the enemy 
now launches a major frontal 
attack it can be smashed, with 
the right flank meanwhile held 
firmly against any effort to turn 
it or drive it in.

is a guaranteed fatigue maker. 
That’s not the chair for you! 

If the depth of the seat is ade- 
quate, note next whether your 
feet are resting comfortably on 
the floor so that your thighs are 
parallel to it. You need to have 
the legs cut down if the chair 
is too high for you. Or, if you 
require an elevated chair to work 
comfortabl’ at a high sink, shelf 
or table, have a platform attached 
to the legs at the height to which 
your feet reach with ease. 

Very tall women, of course, 
have the reverse problem. They 
are forced to place their feet in 
an ungainly and tiring sprawl if 
the chair is too low. Their best 
solution is a new~chair that is 
right for both figure height and 
work surfaces. 

The third check of how well 
your chair fits is ma in two 
areas of the back: Your chair 
must touch you across the small 
of the back and between your 
shoulder blades. 

Last and most important, no 
chair is better than the use you 
make of it. Sit erect to do your 
tasks, hold your back straight, 
keep your abdomen in and your 
shoulders relaxed. You'll look and

Other foods which supply the 
protein of the same quality -as 
meat are fish, eggs, cheese and 
milk. We do have one important 
vegetable source, and that is from 
the dried “legumes” that include 
beans, peas and lentils. All of 
these vegetables take some time 
to cook, and we generally like to 
use a small amount of flavorful 
meat with them. Almost everyéne 
likes baked beans in some style. 
When the bean pot, usually made 
of brown pottery, comes to the 
table bubbling and the cover is 
removed, there is a savoriness 
in the very odor that is the sym- 
bol of the satisfaction that will 
follow. With baked beans, we 
often like to use steamed brown 
bread or hot corn muffins or 
sticks. 

We may choose either the navy 
beans which acquire a rich brown 
color from long baking, kidney 
beans or :imas and, we may vary 
the seasoning to suit ourselves. 
Salt pork is always used with the 
navy beans made Boston style. 
With the kidney beans, we may 
like to use tomatoes or tomato 
sauce and seasoning such as chili 
powder and garlic or onion. 
Limas may be treated either way, 
and sometimes they are merely 


‘combined with a rich cheese. 
sauce after they have been boiled, 


of course. All beans should be 
parboiled until the skins loosen 
before the seasonings are added 
and they are put into the bean 
pot or casserole.

One pound dried lima beans, 
one-fourth cup butter or mar-

Add beans and pour into two- 
quart casserole. Top with re- 
maining grated cheese and bake 
in moderate oven (350 degrees 
F.) 30 minutes. Yield: six serv- 
ings. |

Playing Canasta to Win | 
Wa! By Albert H.’Morehead 


HEN the pack starts to grow, 

the average Canasta player 

gets impatient, and usually 
does the wrong thing. He makes 
the initial meld for his side with- 
out being able to take the pack. 
It is easy to understand why this 
may be a bad play when you con- 
sider the case where the mini- 
mum required is a mere 50. For 
example, your hand is: 


In discussing this subject yes- 
terday, I cited a case where, to 
make the meld, you would have 
to give up a pair with which you 
might have gotten the pack. That 
is not quite so true of the hand 
you hold today. 

This time you can make the’ 
initial meld by putting down two 
aces and a deuce. You would 
thereby unfreeze the pack, for it 
is frozen only because neither 
side has made its initial meld. And 
you would remain with a wild 
card to let you take the pack 
with a single matching card—at 
least for as long as it remained 
unfrozen. 

Now you might argue, with 


reasonable justice, that the 
chances of your opponent throw- 
ing you an ace were so slight as 
to be almost not worth consider- 
ing. Therefore, in melding your 
aces, you will not materially re- 
duce your chance to get the pack. 
You know, if you meld, that the 
opponents’ defense will be to dis- 
card a wild card and refreeze the 
pack; but at least, you reason, 
you will have forced the oppo- 
nents to spend a wild card. And 
once they have spent that wild 
card you will be no worse off 
than you were before. 

But in that last statement you 
would be wrong: you will have 
given your right-hand opponent 
one rank that he can safely dis- 
card. As long as he must hold 
aces, he may have discarding dif- 
ficulty; give him a chance to un- 
load any aces safely and you may 
save him from throwing another 
card that would have given you 
the pack. 


Question: In two-handed canas- 
ta, a player melds all his cards. 
Then he diseovers he cannot le- 
gally go out because he has made 
only one canasta. What is the 
penalty or procedure? 

Answer: There is no penalty 
except that he must take back 
at least enough cards to enable 
him to discard one card and to 
keep one in his hand. But he 
can take back his entire meld if 
he chooses to do so. The reason 
there is no other penalty is that 
in two-hand play no partner has 
received any advantage from 
knowing the exposed cards; on 
the contrary, the opponent has 
profited from the exposure.

Some experts, given the North- 
South hands, would doubtlessly 
use a few more rounds of bidding 
to investigate the grand slam, but 
one thing is sure; they could not 
improve on the contract which 
the actual partnership reached!

Dummy’s king was played, 
and declarer, without even think- 
ing, discarded a low club. -He 
then cashed the ace and king of 
trumps, and learned that West 
had started with three cards in 
the suit. This was scarcely the 
sort of break to cauSe wailing or 
gnashing of teeth—in fact, it was 
a quite normal break — but, 
coupled with the situation in 
spades, the trump distribution 
was fatal! For now, when South 
tried to cash the ace and king of 
spades, to unblock that suit the 
could discard the spade queen on 
the diamond ace), West swooped 
down on the second spade lead 
with his nine of, trumps. 


If South had given any real 
consideration to his first play, he 
might have seen how absurd it 
would be to discard a club on a 
high diamond. The situation fairly 
screamed for.a spade discard 
from the closed hand! Then it 
would be almost elementary to 
cash the ace and king of trumps, 
and, seeing the break, to lay down 
(unblock) only the spade ace. Now 
dummy’s trump queen would pro- 
vide entry; south would discard 
his Jast blocking spade on dum- 
my’s remaining high diamond— 
and run the spade suit. 


Obviously, there was far less . 
danger that West would ruff the 
first spade than that he could ruff 
the second round of the suit.
